While theſe and ſimilar reflections, 
ſucceſſively occupied the mind of Lewis, 
the time for his final determination was, 
once more, drawing to an end.

Provoked at 
this oppoſition, ke ſaluted us with a full 
broadſide, which killing ſeveral of the 
ſeamen, and cauſing other ſerious diſtreſs, 
I was conſtrained, without loſs of time, 
to give up the conteſt, In fact, our 
Ship. ſunk a few minutes, after we left 
her. 

| Ourcaptor ſtill continued his cruiſe, 
in the expectation of further booty; and, 
in twenty nine degrees northern latitude, 
and five longitude, came up with one of 
our. Eaſt Indiamen; when an obſtinate 
engagement commenced, and was vigo 


rouſly maintained on both ſides; till the 
corſair received a heavy shot under wa- 


ter, which compelled our captain to a- 
bandon the maddening hopes of victory, 
and to provide for his own ſafety. 


The ship now became ſo leaky. 
that it was abſolutely neceſſary to make 


direftly for Algiers. The ſlaves, my- 
D d M- 
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ſelf not excepted, were ordered to the 
pumps. to aſſiſt the crew, by this means, 
in keeping the veſſel above water. By 
night nor day, there was not the ſmalleſt 
relaxation: inſomuch that, at length, 
molt grievouſly fatigued, I crept, unno- 
ticed, into a corner, and ſell faſt aſleep. 


How long I remained ii this ſitua- 
tion, it is impoſſible to determine: but I 
am certain that it was a conſiderable 
length of time. Awaking, what was 
my aſtonishment on diſcovering that 
profound filence reigned all around me! 
Not one voice could I diftinguih! I 
ran all over the ship in the wildeſt diſ- 
order; but could find no human being. 
* What can all this mean? thought I. 
The boat remains on board! therefore 
© the cfew cannot be gone on -shore 3 
© nor could they ſwim, for I do not ob- 
"ſerve the ſmalleſt appearance of land. 
— Perhaps ſome other ship has taken 


* them on board ; * in their haſte to 
« eſcape 
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© eſcape impending death, I was proba- 
© bly forgot.“ I have yet reaſon to cre- 
dit this conjecture; and, alſo, that the 
whole party was afterwards loſt 3 hav- 
ing never ſince been able to obtain the 
ſmalleſt intelligence. of WF fellow cap» 
tives. 


But, let me again advert to my own 
perilous ſituation. Being unable to ma- 
nage the ship, I was compelled to let. 
her drive before the wind; and, happily. 
for me, she was not ſo near ſinking as. 
had been imagined. . In the mean time, 
however, I. was, by night, involved in: 
ſolitary, diſmal gloom, never expecting. 
to behold the dawn of each approaching 
day. - Inevitable death, and ſeparation. 
from you, my dear Thereſia, were con- 
tinually before my eyes. But, having. 
been long toſſed about, by the pityleſs - 
waves, I at length, to my. unſpeakable 
joy, diſcovered land; and it happened. 
no leſs fortunate, that the wind drove, :

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me towards it. In this important con- 
juncture, the ship ſtuek faſt, a conſider- 
able diſtance from the shore. I there- 
re held à conſultation with myſelf, on 
the means of overcoming this new ob- 
ſtacle. I could not move the boat; 
and it was too far to ſwim. Some 
other expedient was therefore to be tried. 
Previous to this, I collected together 
every article that would afford me ſub- 
ſiſtence and defence; and then proceeded 
to form a float, which J let down into 
the. water; placing on it, at ſeveral times,. 
my provifions and other neceſſaries. Laſt- 
Iy,. I ſeated myſelf on this floating ap- 
paratus ; cut the rope which held it faſt; 
and confided. all to the favourable di- 
rection of the wind. The water was 
Drtunately fmooth; ſo that I cally ac- 
3 my — 
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of ſail-cloth. Here I ſecured all that 
I had brought from the ship. I next 
inſpected the ſurrounding country; and 
found that I was ſituated on an iſland 
of ſmall circumference ; and that it was 
deſolate and uninhabited: Amongothers, 
however, were ſeveral wild fruit-trees. 
I ſaw a variety of birds, with goats, and 
and other cattle. The climate was 
warm, but ſalubrious. 


The night after my landing on this 
ſolitary shore, a tempeſt aroſe, which 
ſevered the ship in pieces; and, the wind 
veering about as the ſtorm ſubſided, the 
ſcattered remains of the wreck were car- 
ried out to ſea, and every thing on-board 
was irrecoverably loſt. This proved 
to me a moſt grievous misfortune; but, 
nevertheleſs, I derived great conſolation, 
in reflecting on my own timely preſer- 
vation; and therefore became the more 
contented with that little which I had 
ſaved, and with thoſe animals which the 
land 
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iſland afforded. This, added: to the 
vegetables and fruit, chaſed away every” 
apprehenſion of want. 


In order to acceletate my deliver- 
ance, I made a ſignal of diſtreſs, and fix - 
ed it on a hill facing the ſea; hoping it 
would, ſome. time or other, attract at- 
tention. :.

Duration with thoſe Writers, whoſe Mat- 
ter can find Admirers, though unadorned 
by Art or Faſhion. Books of the firſt - 


Kind are read for their Variety, and their 
Inſtruction is generally a ſecondary Conſi- 
deration.

Contrary to his Expectation „ James ſoon 
found the Advantages of his Infirmities. 
He was much too weak to play at moſt of 


the Games his School-fellows practiſed, 
and therefore forced to ſeek Company in 


his Books. In all great Atchievements, he 
was ever conſidered as an Invalid, and un- 
fit for the Service; fo that no body tempted 


him to rob an Hen- rooſt, or climb a Wall. 
| He alſo eſcaped all Opportunities of exer- 


ciſing himſelf in the noble Science of Box- 
ng, as any Boy would have been eſteem- 
a Coward to have fought with him. His 


! Maſters were tender and indulging, and his 


Schooi-fellows above uling him ill: But, 
as no Station of Life is without its Incon- 


veniences, ſo James found one troubleſome 


Office fell conſtantly to his Lot; which was 
no more, nor no leſs, than making twen- 
ty Taſks for one. This Tax upon his Ge- 
nius was not levied by his Maſters, but was 
the Conſequence of a very good natured 
Diſpoſition : For thoſe Gentlemen, who 
were perpetually out upon Parties of Fo-

Fames has often fat quiet at his Book, 
and ſeen many a pretty Face mauled in fre- 
quent bloody Combats, when the handſome 
Youth was ſure to have his Hair tore off 
by.

And as the mot 
beautiful young Gentlemen were common- 
ly the greateſt Cowards, every hard viſaged 
Boy demanded the Tax of Obedience from 
them, or threatened them with an odious 
and frightful Black-Eye. The handſomer 
a Youth was, the more rejoiced were all 
the School at his whipping, as Boys have a

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It ſometimes happens, that great Inti- 
macies have ſubſiſted between Perſons of 
very different Diſpoſitions : This was the 


| Caſe with James and Maſter Jonathan, a Lad 
ol an enterpriſing, but not of a literary Ge- 
nius.

A noble Struggle aroſe, James would not 
be outdone, and Jonathan wilhetl to be un- 
equaled, A ſevere Fit of Sitkneſs had 
long confined our weak Hero to his Bed, 
where the faithful Jonathan conſtantly at- 
tended, when his Buſineſs would permit;

Add to this, that 
Jonathan's Character ſuffered much among 
the Heroes of his own Stamp, whole Lead- 
er he had formerly been, even againſt Flails Þ* 
and Pitch-forks, and all the dread: Array of 
clowniſh War. 5 


As Matters were thus circumſtanced, 
Jonathan reſolved to break off his Friend- 
thip; and having framed a parting Speech Þ 
beforehand, he went one Day very reſo- 
lutely up to his Friend's Apartment; and, 
as far as we can collect, ſpoke to the fol- 
lowing Purp f=: 

« James, 1 am ſorry to ſay it, but the beſt ÞÞ 
Friends muſt part. All the Boys can bear 


me 
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me Witneſs, I love you as my Brother: 
but you are fo. deviliſh bookiſh, no body 


can Keep” Company with you. I declare 


ſolemnly, I never read fo much in my Life, 
as 1 have done to you ſince you have been 
ſicx; and indeed 1 believe, if I was to do.

If, when I come, you will look upon 
me as your Friend, and not talk about that 
curſed Greet, why no body will viſit you 
with more Pleaſure; but, Faith, Fames, 
I'cantfor nor will not chink of Books any

Juanes, who knew not enough of Man- 


| kind, to . ſuch a Declaration, was 


amazed at his Friend's Harangue, and 
begged that he would not break "off: their 
Friendſhip for ſuch a Trifle ; that if he had 
offended him by his Attachment to Books, 
he would for the future never mention an- 
other Book to him as long as he lived.

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Here Jonathan was hampered; for the 
jovial Crew, over whom he preſided, after 
baving chid him ſeverely for keeping, Com- 
pany with ſuch a ſneaking Fellow as James, 


had made him ſwear never more to ſpeak 


to our Eero. which he (remembering his 
long Leſſons in Hamer) had accordingly 


promiſed. He was by no means a Speech- 


Maker, and made no Doubt but. his firſt
